This issue of THE NEWS is put 
ta press on Monday night, dated 
Tuesday. November 2. We would be 
recreant to our duty as a Democrat, 
false to our conception of the duty 
of an honest newspaper if we did

FORMER PARISIANS MAKE BAD 
PODCE RECORD 




Paris people will recall with vary- 
ing degrees of emotions, the time 
when Jimmie Ward and his family 
were residents of this city. Trouble 
began early in the lives of the Ward 
boy:*, whe were always having 
"something doing." It was a cold 
day in August when the Paris police 
were not .called to settle with "Jim- 
mie Ward's boys." Their nischevl- 
ous activities knew no bounds, and 
• hey respected neither persons or 
property A recent isssue of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Tribune gives a 
review ot later-day events in the his- 
tory of the Ward boys after they left 
Paris and settled in Covington. The 
Tribune says: 

"When the cell door was locked be- 
hind Mike Ward. 33 years old. who 
shot and killed Thos Mahoney. 60 
years old, Iront» n, O.. in 
sen's saloon. Pike and 
streets, Covi 
night, Covington police said they be- 
lieved they h£.d succeeded in round- 
ing up the last of the Wards, a fam- 
ily of fi\ * brothers, whose deeds havo 
been recorded on police registers iu 
all the large cities of Kentucky dur- 
ing the last twenty years. 

"The five brothers were known to 
detectives and the underworld of 
Northern Kentucky cities as the 
'Kentucky James Boys.* Mike, the 
prisoner, and his brother, Owen, who 
was killed in an attempted robbery 
in Kanssf sevtral years ago, were re- 
garded as the most desperate of the 
quintet. 

"Ward, 33 years old, was born in 
Paris, Ky., and came to Covington 
with his parents when a small boy. 
Other b? others, John. Owen, 
and Edward, also at an early 
drew the attention of the police. 

"About five years ago a former pa- 
trolman, Marty O'Herron. who was n 
private v-utchman in the residential 
district of Wallace avenue. Coving- 
ton, was shot and killed. Later the 
Kenton county grand jury returned 
an indictment against Jchn and 
Owen Ward, charging them with the 
murder of O'Herron. 

"Both men suddenly disappeared 
frojn their haunts in Covington. Two 
years later Owen Ward was killed by 
the Kansas City police while staging 
a restaurant holdup in rhat city. 
The police have lost track oi Job*

The plan of organization of the Jun 
lor Red Cross makes the school— pub 
lie, parochial and private— the unit, 
not the individual pupils. Mutual serv- 
ice, helpful community work smh as 
clean-up campaigns, care of the sick,

IN DISASTER RELIEF

most $1,000,000 in relief funds, not in- 
cluding emergency supplies was ex- 
pended. ' 

To the sufferers from all disasters 
during the year, the American Red 
p Cross sent $120,000 worth of sup- 
plies, 110 Red Cross nurses and seven 
special relief trains. To meet the 
needs of the stricken, the organisation^ 
set up ten relief stations, operated 
thirty food canteens and as many 
emergency hospitals. One hundred 
and twenty-flve Red Cross chapters 
gave disaster relief service. 

If disaster ever strikes this town or 
county, the cidzens can be absolutely 
sure the Red Cross will be right on 
hand to help them In every way.

United States Citizens Far Away 
Enthusiastic Members of the 
"Fourteenth" Division. 



Among the most enthusiastic and 
energetic members of the American 
Red Cross are those citizens of the 
United States who live outside the 
continental boundaries of their country 
—sons and daughters of the Stars and 
Stripes residing at the far corners of 
the earth. 

These people compose the Insular 
and Foreign Division of the parent or- 
ganization, generally known as the 
"Fourteenth" Division, which has 
jurisdiction of all territory outside 
the country proper; that is, Alaska, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, Virgin Islands, the 
Philippines, Guam, and even the is- 
land of Yap, which came under our 
flag as a result of the world war. For 
the year 1920 this division reported 
30,808 paid up members. 

The main object of this division is 
to give our citizens everywhere the op- 
portunity to participate In the work 
of the organization which stands for 
the best national ideals. Americans 
In far places Intensely loyal and pa- 
triotic, treasure their membership In 
the Red Cross as the outward ex- 
pression of their citizenship. It Is an- 
other tie to the homeland and to 
each other. There are chapters of 
this division In Argentine, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Canal zone, Chile, China, Costa 
Rica, Cuba/ Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, England, France, Guam,- 
Guatemala, Haiti, Hawaii, Honduras, 
Japan, Manchuria, Netherlands, Nica- 
ragua, Paraguay, Peru, Philippines, 
Porto Iiico, Siberia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Syria, Turkey, Uruguay.

During the war these scattered 
members of the Red Cross contrib- 
uted millions in money, and millions 
of dollars' worth of necessary articles 
for the men In service, and sent many 
doctors and nurses to France. At the 
same time they carried on an excel- 
lent Home Sen ice in their respective 
communities for the families of those 
who had gone to war, und In some re- 
gions gave large sums of money and 
immeasurable personal service to the 
relief of disaster und disease victims. 

The division is now establishing 
service clubs in foreign ports for the 
benefit of sailors in the American Mer- 
chant Marine, making plans to aid 
Americans in trouble In foreign lands 
and completing arrangements lor giv- 
ing Immediate adequate relief in case 
of disaster. 

It is the Fourteenth Division's pan 
In the great Peace Time program of 
the American Red Cross.

RED CROSS ASSISTS 
DISAB LED V ETERANS 

The American Red Cross is carrying 
on a wide program of service for the 
disabled World War veterans receiving 
treatment in United States Public 
Health hospitals, and those being train- 
ed through agencies of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education. 

In each of the Public Health Service 
hospitals Red Cross workers devote 
their time to the general welfare of 
the service men from the day they 
enter the receiving ward until they 
aae discharged. After the soldier's dis- 
charge the Red Cross continues its 
friendly service through the Home 
Service Section in his own community. 

The Rtfd Cross maintains a convales- 
cent house at all of the hospitals, 
where patients can amuse themselves 
after they are Veil enough to be up 
and around. Parties and picture shows 
in the wards are also furnished, with 
occasional excursions when convales- 
cence comes. 

Great service has been rendered by 
the Red Cross in mental cases in iden- 
tifying those who' have appeared In 
state hospitals for the insane, and help- 
ing them secure compensation due from 
the P>ureau of War Risk Insurance. 

In the Federal Board's various dis- 
trict offices the Red Crosfc worker, act- 
ing with the Home Service Section, 
makes necessary loans to the men. ar- 
ranges suitable living conditions, helps 
collect evidence and supply facts to the 
Board, assists In "appealing cases" and 
settles various personal difficulties for 
the men. The workers also follow up 
and aid all men who discontinue train- 
ing. 

The Red Cross agents find men "lost" 
to the Board, help clear up delayed 
cases and aid the college counselors in 
their friendly work with the men. 
Many Red Cross chapters have set up 
recreation facilities, and In some in- 
stances living clubs, so these victims 
of war may have attractive surround-" 
ings and the fun which must go with 
effective school work. 

To the American Red Cross Institute 
for the Blind near Baltimore, Md M 
more than half of all the Americans 
blinded in the W T orld War have come 
for training. The Institute, through 
the Red Cross, long ago conducted an 
exhaustive Industrial survey to deter- 
mine the vocations for which blind 
men could be fitted. As. a result It Is 
putting forth well trained men equip- 
ped to meet the social, civic and eco- 
nomic requirements of their respective 
communities.

SCHOOLS STAND STILL BETTER SCHOOLS IN NORWAY 



Everybody and everything appear 
to move forward while the rural 
school stands still. Few people ride 
in buggjes or surries these days ; but 
the children go to pretty much the 
same kind of school their parents at- 
tended. 

That this tendency to let the schools 
stand still is the same in many por- 
tions of the country can be seen from 
the following extract from a letter 
written the Bureau of Education at 
Washington by Governor W. L. Hard- 
ing, of the great and progressive state 
of Iowa : 

"I spent a week last September 
visiting one-room country schools. I 
was amazed at the small progress that 
had been made in the last 20 years in 
these schools. I was equally amazed 
at the interest manifested by the peo- 
ple who supported these schools, do- 
ing whatever was necessary to im- 
prove them." 



AUTOS OR SCHOOLS. WHICH? 



Where Old Servants Are Cared For. 

A peculiar institution In Stockholm 
Is an "old servants* home," where 
too old to work are given 



Even big, rich New York City Is 
beginning to realize that hor schools 
and her teachers are not getting a fair 
deal. Here is a statement recently 
published in School Life. It does not 
speak of rural schools ; but the read- 
er can mentally change the figures to 
suit his or her local conditions and^the 
shoe will fit all right. 

"Of the 2.000,000 new automobiles 
of the pleasure-car type, valued at ap- 
proximately $2,000,000,000, that will 
be sold in the United States during 
the present calendar year, it is con- 
servatively estimated that New York 
City alone will purchase 50,000, valued 
sr»0,000,000. It Is estimated that there 
are in the city of New York lOO.ftOO 
chauffeurs, whose salaries will amount 
to approximately $150,000,000. Carage 
charges (there are 240,000 cars, ap- 
proximately, in the city) will be not 
less than $25,000,000, probably much 
more. Certainly a community v that 
can afford to pay nearly a quarter of 
a billion dollars a year for pleasure- 
car service can manage to provide the 
teachers of its 800,000 children with a 
decent living. Really, the $3G.0o0.000 
paid our teachers for the year 101H is 
a bagatelle by 



Some of the nations on the other 
side of the Atlantic are pushing ahead 
in the practical education of their chil- 
dren. Besides school work, children 
are taken on long excursions so they 
may become acquainted with what 
other people are doing in other local- 
ities. All of which proves conclusive- 
ly that we in America must make our 
schools real schools for real 20th Ceu- 
tury Children. 

The folio. ving extract from School 
Life will give the reader an idea of 
these excursions which are being de- 
veloped for school children in Nor- 
way : 

"Excursions of pupils which were 
much in vogue before the war ary 
again conducted and on a much larger 
scale than formerly. During the sum- 
mer vacation many of the school build- 
ings arc opened as 'travel bureaus.' 
The seats and desks are moved out 
or p la ced out of the way, and the 
schoolhouse is equipped as a pupils' 
hotel. 'Folkeskolen' reports that an 
arrangement like the following lnis 
been found satisfactory: A certain 
schoolroom in Stockholm is furnished 
with 22 cots, mattresses, pillows, and 
blankets, and 6 washbasins. These ar- 
rangements accommodate a group of 20 
pupils, with the 2 teachers in charge. 
Towels and sheets are brought by the 
travelers themselves. 

"Every school in the cities is fur- 
nished with a school kitchen. Permis 
sion is given to the travelers to u«*e 
this and the cooking utensils in prepar- 
ing breakfast. The midday meal is 
taken at some of the inexpensive, and 
yet very good, hotels that are found 
at all principal points. All arrange- 
ments are made beforehand, so that 
each bureau and hotel knows when 
every party is to arrive. 

"Boys and girls travel separately. If 
the trip is short, it is made on foot: 
if longer, the boys use bicycles. Trips 
to more distant parts requiring 10 days 
or 2 weeks are made by rail or steam- 
boat. It is always possible to get very 
much reduced rates lor a school excur- 
sion. Pupils from different countries 
visit each other in this way: the pres- 
ent season will bring pupils together 
from Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Fin- 
land, Holland and Germany."
